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The folloiing inventory of courses concerned with ethnic and minority 
studies, and groups is an effort to provide a handy, convenient guide for 
students, faculty, administrators and interested citizens to the progress - 
being made in the former Wisconsin State Universities System to increase 
an awareness of the" contributions of the various ethnic and minority groups 
in the state and in the nation. 

The inventory was ccxnpiled on che basis of a questionaire mailed in 
November and December of 1971 to university vice-presidents, deans, depart-* 
ment chairmen and faculty. The response was in most cases gratifyingly com- 
plete. While every effort was made to make the inventory as all-inclusive 
as possible, changes in this area are being made so fast 'that omissions and 
errors, hopefully minor in nature, have probably been made. I am at work on 
a revision of this inventory and welcome any consnents, criticisms and cor- 
rections that persons in the system may have to offer.
